(35,000 tons). 

The action was successful, and fuller 
particulars are expected to be 
available later to-day. — . 

Launched in January, 1939, the Richelieu 
was the first of four ships of her class. She 
was built in a dry dock at Brest. Her speed 
exceeded 30 knots, and she was armed with 
eight 15-inch guns, fifteen 6-inch quick-firing 
guns, and 18 smaller guns for anti-aircraft 
use. 

Her protection was massive, and included 

a 16-inch waterline belt and eight inches of 

armour on the decks. . She was exceptionally 

well-defended against torpedoes and mines. 

Other ships of her class still incomplete 
are the. Jean Bart,- Clemenceau and 

Gascoyne. 

The cost of the Richelieu was first esti- 
mated at £5,000,000, but later was brought 
up to a substantially higher figure. 


OTHER FRENCH SHIPS 

Other French ships accounted for in the 
action taken by the British Navy include 
the battleships Dunkerque and Strasbourg 
(26,500 tons), two battleships of the Courbet, 
class, 22,000 tons (in British possession), two 
battleships of the Bretagne class (22.000 tons), 
and one battleship with the British Fleet 
at Alexandria. 

Serious damage was also done to two 
destroyers and the 10,000-ton seaplane-carrier 
Commandant Teste. 

In addition, more than 200 vessels, in- 
cluding two battleships, two light crvisers 
and some submarines, have been boarded in 
British ports. 

The most recent news of the Richelieu 
last week stated that she was in the Atlantic, 
possibly running trials.
